To these two mas- 
ter architects of the oil combine Mr. 
Rockefeller gave full credit, saying 
that he did not possess the ability for 
so progressive a move. 

Ardaeous Day for John D. 


Mr. Rockefeller spent an arduous day 
on the stand, under the incessant ques- 
troning of Frank B. Kellogg, the gov- 
ernment counse!l, when adjournment 
was taken until tomorrow, he gave 
every evidence of delight that tie day 
was done. Counsel hope to conctude 
Afr. Rockefeller’s cross-examination to- 
merrow, when it is planned to place 
Jonn D. Archbold, vice president of the 
Standard, on the stand.

Mr. Kellogg brought out the fact that 
Amesa Stone, then president of the 
lake Shore and Michigan Southern raii- 
road; Stillman Witt, a director of the 
lake Shore and Big Four roads, and 
J. P. Handy, also a director of the 
Big Four, were taken into the Stand- 
ard Oil Company in the early days.

Mr. Rockefeller 
Said that the total value of the thirty- 
nine corporations included in the ‘trust 
was approximately $70,000,000, and that 
each of the stockholders named in the 
trust agreement received certificates 
for the amount of stock of subsidiary 
companies which he owned. 

He said that the Standard OW trust 
Was dissolved in 1892, in obedience to 
an order of the courts. A majority of 
the stocks held by the trust was dis- 
tributed to the individual stockholders, 
but the trustees continued to hold a 
large number of shares, which were 
not liquidated at first. .

There Is also due on the school appro- 
priation of $2,000,000 for the year a 
oalance of $1,330,000. 

in a written statement Captain Park 
said: 2 ~ 

My attention hav¥ng been called to the edi- 
‘orlal In The Atlanta Journal of Sunday, as 
well as of Friday, in reference to my pre- 
diction of a deficit In the state treasury, in 
which this prediction has been characterized 
by that paper as “‘absurd,’’ ‘‘riiculous’’ and 
a “‘useless misstatement,’” I beg to say that 
i am far more concerned about the candition 
of the treasury than about unfriendly criti- 
cismas made, or to be made, concerning my 
expressed apprehensions. I protest that I am 
not fond of dispute and controversy. I did 
express the fear that a deficit might occur, 
and my fears have not been abated at all by 
the criticism aroused. I intended no personal 
reflection on anybody’ by any statement made 
by me. My only object Was to sound a note 
of warning and to prepare the public mind 
for such a condition of its treasury as I an- 
ticipate. My ‘official pogition and intimate 
acquaintance with the condition of the 
treasury during the past nine years affords 
information that should enable a prudent and 
watchfm officer to reasonably foretell the 
probable conditions of his department. I do 
not profess to be infallible and hope that this 
apprehension is not well grpunded. 


Time, and not a very great length of time 
either, wilt definitely show whether my ap- 


prehensions, based on previous experience and. 


present conditions, are correct or not. I hope 
always for the best, but- believe that frank- 
ness and candor are due to the teachers, the 
pensioners and other t@neficiaries of appro- 
priations from the state legislature.
